'Tsvo 
instances are mentioned as having occurred ia 
the neighbourhood of Poorbunder which could 
only be exampled in & country where Infan- 
ticide, we are afraid, is still practised on the 
weak pretence of saving the pride of a family 
from mortificationì. 
— Fm one instance, d man and woman were 
caught in the very act of distroying their own 
chiid: to alläy their hunger, and in another, a 
poor woman as on the point of conmsitting a 
similar deed of horror, when she was prevented 
by a man who was keeping goats and who gave 
her a kid in exchange for her child. ‘The half 
starved wretch immediately kitieà the animal 
and having devotired half of it in a raw state, 
oXpired on the spot. 

We are happy to learn that those of our 
eemmaunity wlio proeeeded to the Ísleof France 
in pursuit of health áre likely to gain it They 
were living in a beautiful part of the country, 
twelve mites from Port Louis where the cli- 
mate allowed them to take exercise through- 
out the dayt-the Ladies clad with fir tippets 
And the Gentlemen enjoying the sports of 
the field. 

In the evening much comfoct was derived 
from the fire-side where overy thing served to 
remind them of an Pnglish Home, we may 
therefore expect, in a few months, in the 
healthful faces of our absent friends some 
roses to mingle with the daffodil cheeks of 
Bombay.

BOMBAY, Seprzuern 16, 1812, 
We hare been fasoured with the followtie 
very interesting account of the horrid 


scenes accastomel by the odtour traffie in 


Stves, on the Eastern Coust of dirica, 
which we have much pieasnre in inserting. 
«The inhabitants of Zanzibar, an Isiand to 
the North of the Mozambique Chanuel, consist 


of Soo,wilees, negra slaves, and Arabe; the 
latter are not nimnerous, the Population may 
be computed at about 200,000, of this uot 
more than 2,000 are Arabs; a considerable 
Bumber of merchants from Cutch and Scind 
occupy the best houses in the Town ; they en. 
gross the greatest part of the trade, and are the 
wealthiest portion of (he community. Five 
sixthis of the population are slaves, sonre con. 
Siderable Arab and Soo,wi,lee land.holders 
possessing from two to four hundred of 
these unfortunates. Itis happy fer those that 
fall into the hands of the Arabs, who arejust- 
ly. famed for the mild treatment of their slaves, 
they are:allowed a small habitation en their 
owner’sEstate, and not being over worked, 
they scem to enjoy a considerable portion of 
Content, and happiness, the fertile soil furo 
nishing thein with little trouble, the means of 
subsistance: All however are not equally 
well gituated, and the advocates for the slave 
trade, oughtto witness the slave market at 
Zanzibar, after which. if they possess the slight. 
est spark of generous feeling, they would aîter 
there present doetrines. 5 
€ ’Phe slaves ace brought to market early 
tn the day, but the priacipal shew commences 
ahout three or four in the evenings set off to 
the best advantage by having their skins cleân- 
ed and bhurnished with oil, their faces painted 
With red aud white stripes, and same times their 
woolly hair plated, and powdered with a pele 
low powder which are esteemed marks of 
beau ty or elegance among thea 5 their lands 
And feet ornamested with rings aud bracelets, 
and a new wrapper of striped or plain colour. 
ed cloth about thesn, they are ranged in a line 
Commencing with the youngest, mercasing to 
the rear according to their size; at the head: of 
this fite which is compesed of bath sexes, and 
all agesfrom 6 to 60, walks the miscreant 
who ownsthem; behind and at each side are 
two or three of Lis demestic slaves armed, who 
serve asagvard. ‘Fous arranged, the proces. 
sion begies end passes through tire market 
place, aud princi pa! streeis, the owner holding 
forth ina kind ovfsong, the good qualities of 
his staves, and the prices that have been offers 
ed for them; when vue strikes a spectator’s 
fancy, the line immediately stops, and procref 
ef examsivatian ensaes, wiich for minutenuss 
is unegualled ‚n any cattie market in Kurope; 
the Wxansmer having ascertained there: ís no 
defect in the faculties of speech, and heari:ig; 
and (hit the stave does not grind his teeth, and 
snore in his sleep, whichare deemed grcat faults, 
proceeds with the examination; tae mouth 
and teeth are first inepeeted, and afterwards 
every part ef the body im succession (not exe 
cepting the private parts of both svxes in 
the most indecent manner) the slave is then 
made to ruu, and if here is no defect about 
the Limbs, ard no apparent disease, an offer is 
made, and at the close of the day the slavesi 
stripped of their inery, are sent tu the houseg 
of the highest bidder. Women with children 
newly born hanging at their breasts, and-others 
so oldther can scarcely walk, are seen thus 
dragging about the streets 3 some groups were 
so illfed, that ihicir bones appeared as if near!y 
ready to penetrate the skin. Children of six 
years old sold for 4 or 6 Dutlars; the value 
of a prime slave wis about 50 Dollars, and a 
yomts giel abuut 6U Dollars 3 women with in. 
fants did mot fetch so higha price as those 
without, and old women scarcely any one 
would be burdencd with. 

dn When a slave dies, they are often per. 
mitted to putrifyon tbe beach, nota rag of 
elotù, er hand{ul of carth being Ízid over them. 
Ia consequence of this -disgusting practise, the 
stench about tie town is intoivrabie, aud 
eo-optrating with the nexious efiuvia arising 
from pûtrid vegetable matter during the rainy 
season, added to the flthiness of their low 
houses, and navrow streets, tends to produce 
fevers And fluxes, which we learned makeannu. 
aliy dreadfut ravages among the inhabitants.”

„Vizier immediately gave us the necessary 


passports, an order for horses, and a proper 
guard to be ready to attend us the next 
morning. This night was spent very uneomn 
fortably án the tent of: the. Reis « Efendi, 
being. much aunoyed by, various descriptibas 
of vermin, On Monday morning, after attésch 
delay and trouble we procured the horses 


ordered for us, and two ‘men armed as guard, 


and departed. from. the camprat 10.0’cleck 
After riding three quarters of au -haur. we 
arrived ata small vihage.called, Yadoar; 
at 12 came to Ramala, a town in ruins ; here 


… „we alighted and refreshed ourselves with the 
-„Provisipns. we had provided for:the journey. 


Receiged at this place an additional guard of 
five men, and rade to a-small town called 
Alkabab, where we baited-our horses near a 
spot, acnupied by-a miscrahle horde ef Arabs 
wheresideamong the ruins. « At tkreeequarters 
past three passed the ruins of a town called 
Evo, near-the spot where David slew Goliath. 
dn the town are the remains of some very 
good buildings, and was formerly a-place of 
note, but is now a wretehed spot ámnhabited 
by Arabs. At four we entered -the. pass 
deading, through the mountaias, witch were 
inhabited by Bedouins, who suhsist chicfy. by 
plundering travellers passing this roads Wié 
saw some of them, who Went by us in 2 verp 
peaceable mauner. . The road to Jenusalein 
from this place is beyoad description bad 
and rocky; only one horse could. pass at.à 
time, aad 1 think few English horses could. 
travel it without accident ; but so sure fonted 
were, the horses we rode, that although many 
of them had lost a shoe, aud some all, not an 
accident oceurred. At nine we arrived at à 
place called by the Arabs Caryetebarauús; it 
is now ìn ruins, but has been of some 
gousequenee ; there are very visible remains 
of a large convent. ‘The only cultivated spot 
between the entrance into the mountains and 
Jerusalem, is a small valey adjoining this 
town, extending three or four miles towards 
Jerusalem, where is a plantation of vines, fig, 
elive, aad apple trees, with here and there a 
small, spot of fudian corn and tobaceê.- At 
twelve o’clock at night, after travelling in 
the dark: some hoArs över a moët ‘drezutful 
road, wg arrived at the gates of the Hol City; 
Which wereshut; we could gain no admftsange 
3ul-tbree o'clock, when the gatos were ópened 
to us, anda great number of persons; were 
ready, to receive ús, seemed pleased 'ât our 
visit, and conducted us to a Convêit of 
Francisean Friars, who treated us iu à very 
kindaad friendly manner. After reposing 
purselves very enmfartably three or. four 
hours, we waited upou the,furkish Pacha, 
and: delivered: our letter from the Grand 
Vizier: he entertained us ia the Turkish 
mannêr, with pipes, tobacco, and coffee. ‘The 
hausc he resides in is said to have been the 
house of Pon(ps Pilate! Mount Cavalry, on 
which our Saviour was crucifed, and which 
then stood without the walls, of the, city, 
is now in the conter, ofit, After. dinner we 
fTode ont of the city to Mount Sien.

To this the Defendant 
plead-d a justification, that he was obliged to 
inftict necessary chastisement fon the preser. 
Vation of due order and subordination amoug 
the ship’s company. 

Mr. Garrow, in addressing the Jury on be. 
haif of the Phaintitd, observed. that the assault 
took place on the homeward voyage from 
China, and the oaly pretenee for the puuisha 
ment was, that the Captaïn was disnleascd with 
the manner of the Plaintiti’s cooking; hé-had

At the iste of Ely Assizes, on Thursday 
se’nnight, Michvel Whiting, askopakeeper in 


Downham, near Fly, aud a Dissenting Preaci. 
er, was iudieted under Lord Ellenboroug!’s 
Act, on a charge of administering poïiscn te 
corge Langman and to Joseph Langman, his 
brothers.in-law. Itappeared in evidence, that: 
the Langmans resided together at Downham, 
and were small farmers; and that their family 
consisted of themselves, a gister named Sarab, 
about ten years of age; anda female-domestig, 
of the name of Catharine Carter, who acteda% 
their housekeeper and servant: hey had ain 
other sister who was married to the prisoner.

The remnants of the puddings were analyzed 
by Mr. Woolaston, professor of Chemistry at: 
the University of Cambridge, and found to 
contain a considerable quantity of Corrosive 
Sublimate of Mereury. The prisoner, who it 
appeared was a dealer in flour, attemipted to acs 
Count ferthe puldings being poisoned, by state 
tg that ne bad then lately laid some Nux Vomia 
câ to poison v.rmin, and that some of it muât 
acctdenta!!y have beer carriedinto his Hour-bin. 
Mr, Weeluston, however, posiùrciy stated, 
that the padding contained no other peison 
ous ingredient then Corrosive Sublimate ;. and 
it came vut in evidsna, that the prisoner, 
woo sold drags, hed purchased of the person 
whom he succeeded in business, a corsiderabhs 
quantity of that poison. It alsan appeared, 
that the Hour-bins belonging to the prisoner 
had bren searched, and that immediately upon 
iks being discovered that the biangmans bed 
taken poison, tho prisoner emgtied-Aus bins 
into the privy, and washed them out. 

Mr. Alley, from: bondou, conducted the 
prissner’s defence. 'Phe trial lasted EI six 
o'clock atnighfg and the Jury, after deliberate 
Îaz about ten. mingtes, found the prisoner 
Guilty, and the Buen immrediateiy passed sen.
